The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made, 
(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the

Claims 1 1-15,108-1 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by or, 
in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Uno '239, of record. 

Uno shows in figure 8 a first layer of conductive material 207; a chalcogenide 
layer 204; a silver layer 107; and a barrier layer 104. Claim 1 1 is anticipated or at least 
obvious as the silver layer 107 of Uno comprises AgPdCu alloy which is conductive, 
reflective and silver. Claim 12 is rejected as barrier layer 104 is a chalcogenide material 
and is "essentially transparent" to radiation of a particular wavelength. No particular 
radiation wavelength is claimed to unequivocally distinguish over Uno. Claim 13 is 
rejected as the chalcogenide layers 104 and 204 are the same material. Claim 14 is 
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rejected because GeSe material is disclosed in column 8. .Such material is well known 
in the art for these devices. Claim 15 is rejected as silver is included in the metal layers 
107 and 207. Claims 108 and 109 are rejected as above. Claim 1 10 is rejected as the 
functional language does not structurally distinguish the device over the applied art. 
Claims 1 1 1-1 14 are rejected because the layers in Uno have the same "about" 
dimensions.
